3 and 4, 2011. Set up will start at 8:00 a.m. and breakdown by 2:00
p.m. on both days. The actual event will run for approximately 3
hours from 10:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. each day.
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There are no other pertinent issues or concerns. Staff has no
objections to this request.

covering the subject area for team building / canoe regatta
activity purposes under the terms and conditions cited above,
which are by this reference incorporated herein and further
subject to the following:

b. Review and approval by the Department of the Attorney
General; and

c. Such other terms and conditions as may be prescribed
by the Chairperson to best serve the interests of the
State.

Exemption Class No.: In accordance with Hawaii Administrative Rules, Section 11-200-

8(A), the subject project is considered to be exempt from the
preparation of an environmental assessment pursuant to Exemption
Class No.1, that states: "Operations, repairs or maintenance of
existing structures, facilities, equipment or topographical features,
involving negligible or no expansion or change of sue beyond that
previously existing" and Class No. 4, that states "Minor alteration
in the conditions of land, water or vegetation."

The proposed activity has historically and routinely occurred and
continues to occur on this and other beach areas across the State.
Such activities have resulted in no known significant impacts,
whether immediate or cumulative, to the natural, environmental
and/or cultural resources in the area. As such, staff believes that
the proposed event use would involve negligible or no expansion
or change in use beyond that previously existing.

Recommendation: It is recommended that the Board find that this project will

probably have minimal or no significant effect on the environment
and is presumed to be exempt from the preparation of an

environmental assessment.
